Be Given Canadian 
Franchise 

Does Not Look for Immediate 
Change in British Columbia 

Delhi. India, March 24-—(Canadian 
Press Cable via Reuter’s!- Rt. Hon. 
Srinivasa Sastri. who toured the 
Dominions of the Empire last year 
as a representative of the Govern¬ 
ment of India on a mission having 
for Us object the securing for his 
fellow-countrymen residing In the 
Dominions a political status equal to 
that of any other people, says he has 
hopes that the Indians in Canada 
will be given the franchise. 

In a report to the Government here 
of the results of his mission. Sastri 
says he considers he has good 
grounds for the hope thst the federal 
franchise will be granted, tiasing it 
on assurances he received from the 
- Wme Minister of t'suadw. 

With regard to the provincial and 
municipal franchise for the Indians 
ih British Columbia, however, he is 
not so hopeful of Immediate results. 
This is because -of—the—economic 
rivalry In that province be¬ 
tween tie white and non-white races, 
he states; Still, he has little doubt, 
he says, that ultimate success will 
come from continued efforts on be¬ 
half of the natives of India In British 
Columbia.

Subsequently Mr. King j 
wrote to Mr Sastri that " the Gov¬ 
ernment will be pleased to Invite the j 
consideration of Parliament to your 
request that natives of India resident I 
in Canada be granted the Dominion 
parliamentary franchise on terms and 
conditions identical with those which 
govern the exercise of thst right by 
Canadian citisen generally. The sub¬ 
ject Is necessarily one which Parlia¬ 
ment alone can determine. It Will be 
submitted to Parliament for consid¬ 
eration when the franchise law is 
under revision.** 

Revision of the Dominion Elections 
Act has not so far been submitted to 
Parliament this session.

Sarazen, But He Does Not 
7 :—: Advocate It for Everyone

. Recently I read a golf article In which the writer criticized my grip— 
rather he was criticising the Interlocking grip, which I use ©a .all shots 
up to the chip to the hole. Ha said the Interlocking grip was practically 
useless for most golfers. The writer gave no reasons for his opinion and 
therefore, his criticism, so far as I am ^ble to judge was valueless. 

I will grant that the Interlocking grip la not practical for all. Neither 
la the old-fashioned grip, nor the overlapping grip. Each Individual must 
adopt the grip that Is best suited for his or her hands. 

Gripping the club properly Is essential If one wishes to progress in golf. 
That means that one must do a bit of experimenting before finally adopting 
any grip. 

For Instance those—and they include the great majority—who use the 
overlapping or Vardon grip do not all grasp thellub In the same way. 
Jock Hutchison overlaps, but. unlike most other players, he overlap# two 
fingers of the left hand, 'that Is because of the else of his hunds. Jock 
has unusually large hands, to which ars attached long and powerful digits 
But everybody’s hands aren't so large as Jock's. 

Old*Fashioned Grip Produces Slice. 

Hagen. Barnes. Evans, Bobby Jones and Vardon all overlap one finger 
only. And Francis Ouimet, from whom I copied the interlocking grips, 
holds ths left thumb straight down the shaft in the palm of the left hand 
whereas I bend the thumb underneath ths iThaft. 

I consider this grip to bs as powerful as any ever originated. Willis 
Anderson was the first to use It. And all of the old-timers will tell you 
that no one could hit a ball further or play the game better than this Scot. 

Johnny McDermott also used tha Interlocking grip. Surely you wouldn't 
call him a dub! Francis Ouimet used the grip when ho won the National 
Open and I believe he still holds the club In this manner. 

On the other hand, stars like Aba Mitchell. Mike Brady and Sandy 
Herd uae the old-fashioned grip. 

Yet Brady teachea the overlapping to moat of hla pupils because this 
grip Is more adaptable to the average player than any other. I also teach 
my pupils to grip the club In this manner, provided the interlocking grip 
Is uncomfortable or unsuited for them. 

The trouble with the old-fashioned grip la that it tenda tojxroduce a 

a tendency to hook—yet that Is a trouble I seldom experience. As a 
matter of fact I am more apt to push my^shot than I am to hook. 

The interlocking grip Is bad If you over-awing as the right hand 
spreads. I nee a stroke that ia little more than three-quarters—l used 
to overawing but eventually cut down my back awing to conform to my 
grip and to keep the stroke more compact. 

Tha feature of the Interlocking grip Is that It keeps ths hands to¬ 
gether-locks them so to speak—so that they can’t slip apart or separate. 
That should be the purpose of any grip— vlz H to have the hands act as 
one in unison throughout the stroke. 

Do Not Break Grip on Back Swing. 

Ths overlapping grip brings the hands together nicely. What ]« more. 1 
the atraln la not quite as severe as It Is with ths Interlocking grip. There ! 
Is less teridency In using the overlapping grip for the hands to spread on 
the hack-swing—In fact you can with both ths overlapping and old- 
fashioned grips overawing without going off the line. 

1 think everybody, though, ought to make his swing as compact as 
possible—even If It does mean loss of power—because there Is nothing 
like accuracy and direction for scoring well—examples. Harry Vardon and 
Chick Evans. 

No matter what grip you uae you will have to adjust your handa to 
the style of your swing. 

If you Iintre n tendency to hook, hold the hands well above the shaft_ 

on top as It were. 

If you And yourself slicing your shots, turn tbs right hand under the 
club. 

That Is what both Hagen and Hutchison have been doing since they 
began using straight-faced wooden clubs. 

Another bit of advice regarding the grip! Bee that the Angers do 
moat of ths work.* Ths palms of the hands are pf little uae In swinging 
the club. The Angers do the guiding and the gripping. Hold the club 
firmly but not tocf tightly AND ABOVE ALL DO NOT BREAK YOUR

Mr. McClain has been following up 
the progress of tennis In Japan very 
closely. He states that tennis has 
taken a stronger hold on tho people 
of Ja pan than in any other country 
Japan has entered the Dnvls 
competition this year but will have 
to rely upon the players who com- 
pvtsd last year and does not count on 
success. 

Japan’s Plan. 

Japan's plan to produce contenders 
for tho Davis Cup Is to train the 
younger players the universal rules 
and style of playing no that in five 
years they will be able to turn out 
at least four or five good tennis 
stars from each of its universities 
containing 1,000 students. Already 
this is bsing doqe. The soft ball on 
the hard court is belrtg steadily 
changed to the other method 9hti It 
is «nly with company courts and 
players who aro not seeking promin¬ 
ence that Indulge in this method of 
playing. Ths soft ball system spoils 
the service and placing of balls. It 
requires a hard stroke and spoils 
play for American and world cham¬ 
pionships aa many of the strokes 
are too vigorous for the hard balls. 

Continual Plsy. - 
The Japanese are playing all the 
year round and tennis Is being 
popularised by all athletic organisa¬ 
tions who are bent on turning out 
championship players within the 
next five years. What is known as 
company courts are being erected in 
many of the cities to encourage 
young men and ladies to take up 
tennis. 

“There Is no doubt but that Japan 
will be successful in her attempt,'* 
stated Mr. McClain, “for she la work¬ 
ing systematically for results an<h 
will get It.”

Christianity was losing its permis¬ 
sive powe,r. The Mongols had no pre¬ 
judice against Christianity; they evi¬ 
dently preferred it at first to Isliun: 

■ but the that came to them 

were manifestly using the power in 
the great teachings of Jesus to ad¬ 
vance the vast claims of the Pope to 
word dominion- Christianity so 
vitiated waa not good enough for the 
Mongol mind. . _ 

To make the empire of the Mon¬ 
gols part of the kingdom of God 
might have appealed to them: but 
not to make It a fief of a group of 
French and ItaUan prieats. whose 
claims were ns gigantic aa their 
powers and outlook were feeble, who 
were now the creatures of the Em- 
l»eror of Germany, now the nominees 
of the King of France, and now the 
victims of their own petty spites and 
vanities. 

Invited Men of Learning. 

In 1269 Kublai Khan tent a mis¬ 
sion to the Pope with the evident 
intention of finding some common 
mode of action with western Chris¬ 
tendom. He asked that a hundred 
men of learning and ability should 
‘•be sent to his court to establish an 
understanding. His mission found 
the western world popcless and en¬ 
gaged ln one of those- disputes about 
the succession that are so frequent 
In the history of the papacy. 

For two years thero was no Pope 
at all. When at last a Pope was 
appointed, he dispatched two Dom¬ 
inican friars to convert the greatest 
power in Asia to his rule! Those 
w orthy -men - w ee a pp al led hy the 
length end hardSKfe aT the journey 
before them .and found an early ex¬ 
cuse for abandoning the expedition. 

But this abogjlve mission was only 
one of a number of attempts to com¬ 
municate. and always they were 
feeble-spirited attempts with noth¬ 
ing of the conquering fire of the 
earlier Christian missions. Innocent 
IV. had already sent some Domini¬ 
cans to Karakorum and Kt. Lmil* of 
France had also dispatched mission¬ 
aries and relics by way of Persia; 
Mangu Khan 4fltd numerous Nes- 
torlan Christians at his court, and 

iieitt papal envoys actually 
reached Prkin. 

We hear of the appointment of 
various legates and bishops to the 
east, but many of these seem to have 
lost themselves and perhaps their 
lives before they reached China. 
There was a papal legate In Pekin in 
1244. but he seems to have been a 
mere papal diplomatist. 

With the downfall of the Mon¬ 
golian (Yuan) dynasty (13«g). the 
dwindling opportunity of the Uhris- 
tlan mlsRlons passed altogether. The 
house of Yuan wm followed by that 
of Ming.^a strongly nationalist Chi¬ 
nese dynasty, at first very hostile to 
al foreigners. There may have been 
a massacre of the Christian missions. 
Until the later days of the Mings 
(1644) little mors is heard of Chris¬ 
tianity. whether Nratorian or Catho¬ 
lic, in China. Then a fresh and 
rather more successful attempt to 
propagate Catholic Christianity In 
China was made by the Jesuits, but 
this second missionary wave reached 
China by the sea.

I When Oliver Cromwell lay on his 
deuth-bed. ne murmured, "Time wilt 
vindicate me.” Nearly two centuries 
1 passed before Thomas Carlyle arose 
! to scutter the cloud 6f detractions, 
rude that surrounded the memory or 
the great protector, but at long last 
the Puritan chief was placed solidly 
upon his pedestal in the hall of 
England's famous worthies. The lit¬ 
erary and historical research of our 
day is in some coses darkening, in 
others redeeming-the reputations of 
those long dead, or at least revealing 
TTirm-g r n m r Mr Pf t i a i edi taiy tai w t 
o reariy environment. An interesting 
example of the latter Is a new book 
entitled. "Edgar A. Poc: a Psycho¬ 
pathic Study.” by John W. Robert¬ 
son. M.D. (Putnam r a Bona, "NeW 
York). V f. Robertson, an eminent 
American neurologist, has made a 
careful and elaborate psychopathic 
Investigation of the facts of Poe’s 
life, and has interpreted them In ac-* 
cordance with such medical consid¬ 
eration as was warranted by the 
poet's inherited neurosis. While we 
must regret that It is very unfor¬ 
tunate that this sympathetic study 
i»f a poe t who wa s abnormal from his 
childhood days was not 'undertaken 
long years ago. atlll, better late than 
never. Dr. Robertson expresses the. 
fear that perhaps hla reconatruction 
of Poe 'h personality may be too late 
to eradicate the impression formed 
in the American mind by biographers 
and historian* who have accepted.the 
cruel and misleading statements of 
Grlssold and others who have pictured 
tho poet as being an lshmael and a 
drunken sot I think every reader of 
this able work will agree that Dr. 
Robertson proves conclusively that 
Poe was not ns habitual user of 
drugs, nor an habitual drunkard, but 
a dipsomaniac with no delight In the 
drinkinfc—rather, an aversion for It 
between attacks. Df. Robertson does 
not attempt lo restore Poe’s reputa¬ 
tion as one of sobriety, but he does 
succeed in depicting the poet's moral 
character as more human than' has 
heretofore been supposed. It may be 
tnken for granted that this new light, 
the light of scientific research, on 
Poe’s life and character will not im¬ 
mediately penetrate the cloud of mis¬ 
understanding and malevolent criti¬ 
cism that has gathered about the 
lonely figure of the poet, but the 
world Is a much more charitable place 
than 4 was a generation ago. and 
we mar safely predict that this new 
view of a son of the muse whose life 
was a long disease will be generally 
accepted by Informed opinion ln a 
very few years. 

HEREDITY WAR 

UNKIND TO POE 

Of recent years a great deal of at¬ 
tention has been paid by scholars to 
hereditary influence ln the lives of 
men of genius. It is easy to under¬ 
stand why Hums and Keats died 
young when we know the family his¬ 
tory of these poets, and much allow¬ 
ance -1* made for the vagaries of 
Byron when we discover that there 
was Insanity on both sides of the 
house. And. as Dr. Robertson pplnts 
♦Mil. heredity .was extrunuiy unkind 
to Edgar Allan Poc. His great¬ 
grandfather. John Y*oe. was an Irllll 
immigrant who arrived Ln America 
about 1746. He was a day laborer, 
and married a Miss McBride, who 
was the sitter, aunt, or some relative 
of a certain Admiral McBride. I>av!d 
Post son of the immigrant, began life 
as u wheelwright; when the revolu¬ 
tionary war broke out he served tho 
Republicans hy acting as "Assistant 
Deputy quartermaster" for the City 
of Baltimore. It la said that he sup¬ 
plied Lafayette’s troops with cloth¬ 
ing. for which he was -never paid. 
This Indicates that David Poe was 
«r the time a dry goods merchant 
His son David Incurred the father's 
displeasure and was disowned be¬ 
cause he married an actress, a Miss 
Arnold. This David Poe was the 
poet’s father. He waa a man of un¬ 
stable character; he became a hope¬ 
less drunkard and depended upon the 
talent of hla wife for hla bread and 
butter. The actress was a brave and 
energetic woman, a loving wife and 
mother Heer three children were 
William. Edgar and Rosalie, and each 
showed some Influence of the alco¬ 
holic history behind them. William 
grew up to be a wayward youth; he I 


was sent to sea ln a neffort to reform 
him and he died Ui early manhood. 
He had a brilliant mind and wrote 
v»rs«* of superior quality. The 
daughter, Rosalie, was a moron, 
strong of body but mentally weal.. 
Edgar was a genius and a dipso¬ 
maniac. WThhaR Edgar waa a little 
boy hia parentaVera in extreme pov¬ 
erty in Richmond. Virginia. Two 
benevolent citlsiena, a Mr. Allan and 
a Mr. McKensie who visited them to 
afford the mreilef. found them in 
wretched lodgings, lying upon a 
uteaw- bed*, and « vesy sick.-. ..There- 
*waa neither food-nor fuel in th»i 
honse. and their <4othes had been 
pawned or sold. The two Uttle-chil-< 
dren. Edgar and Rosalie, wore half 
clad, half atarved. and emaciated 
They were in a stupor caused by 
f«^dioe »h»*m J>re«d steeped in gin. 
An old Welsh woman acknowledged 
tout mis was her habit in order "to j 
keep them quiet and make them 
strong." Two weeks later, on De¬ 
cember 1L I 111. Mrs. Poe died of 
pneumonia. It Is believed that her 
husband died some daye before. Ed¬ 
gar was taken home by Mr. John Al¬ 
lan. who bestowed upon him his 
name, but never legally adopted him. 
As Allan was a wealthy wholesale 
tobacco merchant, the little boy had 
thus exchanged the extreme of pov¬ 
erty for luxury, but although he had 
escaped from bread soaked In gin, the 
alcoholic curse waa not lifted. His 
admiring guardian taught the little 
boy to drink the healths of his guests 
at dinner parties in a glass of diluted 
wine. "The boy would stand on a 
chair, raise the glass with all the 
ceremony of those old Dominion 
days, then take a sip gracefully, then 
with roguish laugh, reseat himself 
amidst the applause of the company.” 

POE’t EXCESSES 

AT COLLEGE 

John Allan. Poe’s Indulgent guar¬ 
dian. has been aeverely blamed for 
teaching tho boy such a trick as this. 

I bub avaa if Edgar Allan had never I 
touched wine In his foster-father's 
htfiuse. it is mors than probable that 
the tendency inherited from his father 
and grandfather would have revealed 
Its power sooner or later. His great 
| mental gifts led Poe to the University 
of Vlrginlu, but he load to be re¬ 
moved because of his alcoholic ex- 
cesses. A classmate wrote of this 
early development of the hereditary 
evil: "Poe’a passion for strong drink 
was as marked as for cards. It was 
not the taste of the beverage that 
t Influenced him; without a sip or 
' smack of the mouth he would aetse 
A gUTTOH k^ R it l wtit augar c Mfewr 
Imd vend tt Tiotne at a stngta gulp.” 
Along with this passion for strong 
drink went a neurotic Irritability. Foe 
was very difficult to manage, for he 
I would brook no restraint, no dlsoi- 
| pllne. He quarrelled with hia guar- 
l dion and left Richmond. After two 
years of loose and Irreponsible Ufa. 
P<*e obtained a cadet’s warrant to 
West Point. Hs entered that famous 
military school when he was ln his 
twenty-first year, but his life there 
was characterised by many exceaees. 
He defied army regulations and .waa 
soon expelled. Dr. Robertson says 
that Poe showed such an utter dis¬ 
regard for all the canons of decency 
and morality that the alienist mus* 
believe that such actions were the 
result of an acute mental brainstorm. 
Induced by the abuse of alcohol. 
Uould the facte of his life history he 
accurately traced at this time end 
during those two years from 19 to 
21. about which so little is known, 
they would be of great psychological 
value. "Such a disease as that from 
which Poe suffered." says this author, 
"is most insidious in Its approach. 
The liberties Indulged ln In youth 
and the leek of restraint laid a foun¬ 
dation that later no will-power could 
overcome, end which exacted a price 
of misery, depression, and suffering 
from its victim that passes under¬ 
standing.** 

THE RAVEN 18 THE SYMBOL 

OF HEREDITARY TAINT 

For two years after his expulsion 
from West Point, Poe was lU-clad 
and frequently lacked sufficient food. 
During those years, however. HI 
genius burst into full flower. He did 
a great deal of writing, especially In 
tlje short story, that waa destined to 


make hla name lymporta!. Hla for¬ 
mer guardian. Mr. Allan, sent him 

money from time to flma. and as he 
obtained some, pay for his literary 
work, he might have lived In com¬ 
fort had it not been for his periodical 
fits of depression, which were Invar¬ 
iably followed by his recourse to 
stimulants. "He suffered iniercur- 
rent attacks of sickness," says Dr. 
Robertson, "which incapacitated hint 
for days or weeks, at first infrequent 
but alpwly Increasing in number ami 
severity until We have a classical 
picture of typical dipsomania, wi.h 
Its accompanying depressions and 
mental abnormalities. These tell the 
story of the evl lthat pursued him 
and continually thwartod the best of 
intentions, and which made bis life 
a series of financial struggles and 
failures.” And It should net be for¬ 
gotten that this metnal disorder - was 
reflected both ih his poetry and prose. 
Pee never could have written such 
poems as **The Raven." and "Tne 
Conqueror Worm” had he not been 
the victim of awful depression of 
spirit. His "Tales of Grotesque anJ 
Arabesque,” with their preternatural 
horror and realistic descriptions of 
morbidness, of insanity, of murder 
and death also aprang from a diseased 
brain. From the age of twenty until 
his death he walked through a valley 
of shadow, supping full of horror, 
and .generally ^rolsnnrti riuifld.-aiML 
scorned by those with whom he o s m e 
in contact. In "The Raven." the most 
famous of his poems, there is a 
stanza which might be fittingly ap¬ 
plied to hla own unhappy condition 
and. In view of wln^t Dr. Robertson 
tells us In his psychopathic study, the 
Raven might well be regard'd aa the 
symbol of alcoholic heredity which 
cursed the poet with mental disease. 

And the Raven, never Bitting, still is 
sitting, still la sitting t 
On the pallid bust of Pallas just above 
my chamber door; 

And hie eyes have all the seeming of a 
demon's that Is dreaming. 

And the lamplight o'er him streaming 
throws his shadow on the floor. 
And my soul from out that shadow that 
lies Boating on the Boor 
Hhall be lifted—nevermore. 

A PITIFUL SCENE 

OF DESTITUTION 

Does It not seem strange that 
Poe's poems, with their fascinating 
melody and pleasing melancholy,, 
should have derived much of their 
« harm from the %*ery agony of their 
author and hla weird atories most of 
their force from his abnormal fancy? 
But how often this phenomenon has 
been repeated in the history of lit¬ 
erature! Out of the carcase of the 
dead lion comes honey, out of death 
life, out of the most acute depression 
of soul, exquisite pleasure for all lov¬ 
ers of the beautiful in song and story. 
It Is very sad that thuao.who have 
dowered us with intellectual treasure 
should have learned in suffering whnt 
they taught in song, but sadder still 
is the fact that others beside the vic¬ 
tim of evil predisposition, usually 
those near and dear to him. have to 
pay the penalty of hla affliction, in 


Poe’s case thoee who walked with 
him through thd wlliierrtees of this 
world were his girl wife. Virginia', 
and her mother. Mrs. Clemrn. On 
May 16. 1*56. Doe w»a married to hi* 
cousin. At that time he was editor 
of "The Southern Literary Messen¬ 
ger" of Richmond, but lost hia posi¬ 
tion the next year because of his ir¬ 
regular habits. He had by this time 
acquired a considerable reputation 
as a writer and soon obtained a«i- 
| qiher editorial position In New York. 

! For eighteen months at a time he led 
a more or less abstemious life, hav¬ 
ing only two relapses In that period, 
but in spite of his love for Virginia 
and "Muddy.” and the loving caro 
with which he was cherished by th?se 
devoted women, he was unable to free 
himself from the chains of habit. 
Early in 1*4€ he was obliged to resign 
| the editorship of "The Broadway 
Journal.” and for the next four years, 
HU death gave him "surceage of 
sorrow” his life wds on unbroken 
series of disasters. Ajid his two 
good angels were doomed to partake 
of his sufferings. If it had not been 
for a public appeal made by his 
friends, the poet and his wife and 
her mother would have died of want. 
As it was, Virginia contracted tuber¬ 
culosis and died in January,. 1247. 

HIS DEATH IN A 

BALTIMORE HOSPITAL 

For three years Poe survived h*a- 
"jost Lenure.”, Ills moiker-in-Jaw 
nursed him through every selsure 
except the last, and It was not her 
, Liult.thut she wfML.iiftE. wiih.Jtec >-•- 
loved "Eddie" In the Baltimore hospi¬ 
tal where he obtained his releaso from 
i the wheel qf life. Griswold and other 
biographers have traced with merci¬ 
less detail the lapses of Poo during 
his lust LWp.years, hut Mrs. Clcmtn 
understood that he xva* not respon¬ 
sible and this is the view tnken by 
I>r. Robertson, who castigates Gris¬ 
wold and shows by an examination 
of the poet’s writings during this per¬ 
iod that they were the offspring of n 
disordered brain. He disposes effec¬ 
tually of the charge that Poe became 
n drug addict. He also asserts that 
the platonic love he exhibited for the 
women with whom he associated In 
thia closing phase was but another 
manifestation of his abnormal mental 
state. While on a visit to Richmond 
in September, 1849, the poet proposed 
marriage to a Mrs. Shelton, a’widow 
of that city, and was accepted. His 
friends raised ft fund and In- started 
for New York in order to bring batjk 
with him Mrs. CJemm and her few 
belongings. The Incidents of that 
Joui'ney northward cannot be in»4-ed. 
but \e waa found three days later 
on thVwater front of Baltimore in an 
Insensible condition. lie was re¬ 
moved to the city hospital, and after 
struggling in violent delirium fbr 
over three days and nights, ho be- 
onme enfeebled through his exertions. 
He regained conaclouanesa. and. 
gently moving hla head, exclaimed 
I with hla last breath. "Lord help my 
poor aoul!’* Ho died on October 7, 

1 1849.

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unforgettable sight Along the forest

To the 
farmer and gardener it is not.pos- 
slbiaalwayn to take it at Its aesthetic 
value, it has a persistent habit of 
coming up in the crop# ami garden 
stuff.' s > Its rootstock is not above 
ground as generally it is with ferns, 
but c- 'eps along below ihe surface, 
send!: • up in the first enduring 
warm weather what looks like a 
living pastoral staff, soft and tender 
as the young antlers of a deer, but 
able, to push Its way through tha 
stiffest soil to the call of the sun¬ 
shine. When first It has unrolled 
its scroll of green the appearance Is 
rather . disappointing: the pinnae 
look thin and far part. Hut soon 
they widen and when all the process 
of development Is completed, the 
bright green pinnae with the yellow*- 
Ish to brownish rachis and stipes 
combine to give the fern a most at¬ 
tractive appearance. 

Dn the hack of the pinnae will b« 
found tho sporangia. They form a 
continuous line around the edge and 
are protected by the turned over 
margin which arts ns an Indusium;

p r e s ent m > i hn tnnw » ul a but is v e ry .—

Economto Ums. 

The. Bracken is not without some 
economic uses. It has boon, ap- 
pro.-iaud in \ urlous < ountrU s as well 
as among our own Indians us a food, 
the roots being baked and ground as 
a meal In times of scarcity. In olden 
days it was.valued a* a fattener for 
swine. Hut its principle value lies in 
lta*use as a fertilizer when reduced 
to ashes. It makes an excellent sub¬ 
stitute for straw* for stable use and 
indeed it is not to be despised as a 
bed in the open sir, especially if the 
smaller growth is used. 

The English country c folk saw in 
the cross-section of Hs figrous stem 
the initials of future husband or wife, 
or the figure of King Charles hiding 
In the oak tree, fixed there as a testi¬ 
mony to the perfidy of the Bracken 
when It refused to conceal Monmouth 
after Sedgemoor’s disaster. 

The Bracken has a wide distribu¬ 
tion. being found throughout the 
temperate regions. <m the Paciflo 
Coast it extends its habitat from the 
Coast to the Rocky Mountains. Our 
own species, as It* specific name 
lanuginosa denotes, is marked by the 
presence of innumerable small soft 
hairs giving the plant a somewhat 
woolly or downy appearance. For 
thia reason it has also been given 
the specific name of puheeoens. But 
while there Is this diff«*ence our local 
Bracken claims to the tul! the general 
characteristics of Its genus Ih Europe 
and makes a home-reminding appeal 
to many a one who Is far from the 
Brack en-dovered hills of the old 
home.

Gosford somewhere—on the ship, I 
think.

He followed my father homo 
and hung about him, and so finally 
got his will. My father was careful; 
he wrote nothing; Mr. Goeford wrote 
nothing; there is no evidence of this 
plan, but my father told me. end It is 
true." 

My father stopped by the table and 
lifted hla great shoulders. 

"And so,** he said. “Peyton Marshall 
imagined a plan like that, and left 
Its execution to a Mr. Gosford!"

There Is no more familiar fern of 1 
our woods than this. Not only in 
the Bummer but ln th« Winter also 
ffs sturdy fronds may be gathered 
and for this reason it is often called 
tho "Christmas Fern." In ths drier 
woods It Is modest enough In slxe 
though its general appearance is al* 
ways attractive by reason of its 
form and Its deep green color. On 
it moist and shady slope it grows, 
however, to • greet else, the fronds 
as much as eight inches in width and 
ths height four to five feet. The 
long narrow tapering shape Is de¬ 
cidedly sword-like. A very favorable 
place la cm tha eastern aids of Mt. 
Douglas where it slopes swiftly to 
the sea. In such a place it la not 
difficult to understand the enthu¬ 
siasm with which the first sight of 
thia fern waa hailed by Adelbert von 
Chamlsso a hundred years ago In 
California. He was a member of 
an old French aristocratic family 
drivsn from Us patsrnsl estates bv 
the Revolution and domiciled in 
Germany. Young Chamlsso. trained 
In ths household of the Queen of 
Prussia, had a literary gift which 
found expression in poetry and 
chlefy In d book translated Into many 
languages: Peter Hrhlemlhl. "The 

Man Who Bold His Shadow.” Like 
"Alice ln Wonderland" It was writ¬ 
ten to arauss the children of a friend. 
He took up enthusiastically the study 
of botany, and In 1116 sailed from 
Russia on ths ship "Rurlk” as 
botanist. In the three years* voyage 
ho went round Capo Horn and ns far 
as Behring Bes. In California he 
►aw our fern which he added to his 
growing collection. Bince then It has 
t»een known as Chemlseo'S Shield 
Fern. It la only right to say. how- 
ersr. that Menstes probably saw it 
many years before at Noolka Bound. 

The Shield Fern. 

While often spoken of as the sword 
fern, there is a reason for calling It 
the shield fern. Its former generic 
name wan Aspidium from the Greek 
nspls, a shield. This refers to the 
shape of the indusium which is 
roundish and Is attached by tho 
centre, like a little shield. There is 
therefore In the centre of each a 
small dot-ilk# depression _• which 
marks the point of attachment. The 
snri' ^pnggws- /ur 

fcather-like aids pieces of the frond 
about halfway between the rib and 
the margin. The pinnae have sharp 
teeth which curve forwards, so that 
the fronds have a somewhat prickly 
uppoarnnee and feel. 

On the rocky Mopes of our nil s. 
as on Mt. Douglas, u variety will »>e 
found w hich Is known aa Polyatichum 
munttum imbricana or the Imbricated 
Shield Fern. The pinnae of the 
fronds are very stiff nnd they over¬ 
lap each other or are imbricated like 
tiles on a roof. The frond Instead 
of being in one plane u* usual has 
Its two aides set at an angle which 
makes the fern not only stiff to touch 
but also stiff to look at. It is there¬ 
fore more Interesting than beautiful. 
The variety bus no doubt arisen by 
the process of adaptation to a new 
environment. The wood-loving Polv- 
stichum muntum has found »***« 
exposed to the dryness and wlndlncss 
of exposed hillsides and the new 
form of Imbricana Is the plant s 
response to the new conditions. There 
la another variety not yet recognixed 
to which 1 called attention some 
years ago. It also Is found on hill¬ 
sides. But It roots Haelf under rocks 
where moisture is to be had ln the 
driest weather and its fronds are 
narrow and flexible with a con¬ 
spicuous horizontal or even drooping 
habit of growth. In this case the 
Shield Fern has hit on another solu¬ 
tion of tha nerennial difficulty when 


shade la gone and water is scarce. 
Both these varieties will be found on 
the western slopeft of Mount Douglas.

Lanuginosa.

It paya dearly tor the relationship, receiving 
almost as much uncomplimentary remarks aa 
does Its black cousin, says Frances Higgins in 
•Our Dumb Animals.” It is perhaps beet des¬ 
cribed as an outlaw—a sort of Robin Hood of 
ths bird world. 

In common with other outlaws the blue Jay 
leads a checkered life In which we can find 
much to condemn and much to admire. 
Though Its crimes are many. Its virtues must 
not bo overlooked, for It does gppd than 

harm. 4 

It la doubtful If tho,* who term tb. bird a 
nulaance would b« willing to part forever with 
the handaoma creatura. Though It la one of 
! the most common. It la alao one of the moat 
beautiful of North American bird,. It would 
be difficult to find more pxqutslt® plumage or 
direr coloring than la displeyed by the blue 
Jay. We could 111 apare the fla*h of blue, like 
a bit of eky. which la ao rara a tint In the blrda 
of our land. 

Those who complain of the unmusical quali¬ 
ties of the bird, snd perhaps most of us do. 
should bs reminded that Is is one of our few 
winter guests. Its bright plumage gives an 
air of cheerfulness to ths laden landscape. 
In this season we can truly appreciate Its 
vocal qualities. No woods can be dreary If 
the Jays are calling, and perhape. after all. 
this Is just as Important ss the more glorious 
mualo of ths summer songsters. 

Ths Jay has a great variety of cries, all of 
which are dlstinctlg Its own. Hs is ths barn¬ 
yard sentinel for hawks and crows, the blud- 
coated policeman of the forest. Birds that 
fear and hate him. even the fowls of the barn¬ 
yard. heed hls warning cries. 

There la much of human character—fear 
and boldness, affection and hats, perseverance 
and revepge—to be found In the dally Ilf* of 
this bright creatura. A few years ago a pair 
of Jays built thalr neat In a scrub-oak near our 
bam. where they became a rather Intimate 
part of the life of the farm-yard. The nest 
set on a limb near the trunk of the tree, 
where It was plainly visible from the ground. 
All the material! used were the coloi^ of the 
gray oak bark.

London. March 24.—While divorce 
Is not as widespread In Great Britain 
as It la In the United States. the re¬ 
ports of divorce court proceedings 
occupy much wore space in the 
newspapers her. This perhaps ac¬ 
counts for two strongly marked 
present-day tendencies—first, to ex¬ 
tend the grounds of divorce, and. 
secondly, to restrict newspaper pub¬ 
licity of thoao .gases which actually 
come to trial. 

In 1921 there were granted 3.468 
divorcee. This compares with the 
182,763 which are the latest figures 
available for the United States. 
Taking into consideration the relative 
else of the population of the tm-o 
countries. It would appear that di¬ 
vorces In the United States la seven¬ 
teen time* as prevalent. aa la. Great. 
Britain. 

One explanation for this dispro¬ 
portion is that divorce In the United 
8tates Is a matter for legislation by 
Individual states, while thus far In 
Great Britain there are only two 
sets of laws under which It Is grant¬ 
ed—those In Scotland and those In 
the rest of the United Kingdom.

Franco-German Problem. 

It will be a simple task, however, 
for th« British policy to point, opt 
their Interrelation. But tha truth Is 
that British statesmanship is bank¬ 
rupt so far as constructive Ideas re¬ 
garding breaking the Franco-Ger¬ 
man deadlock. Appeal to the League 
of Nattone to act aa the arbitrator 
has many disadvantages. The de¬ 
mand that Franc# commit hers#lf re¬ 
garding th# debt to Great Britain 
might prove to be a boomerang. 
America shows no Inclination to in¬ 
tervene. i 

In short, the whole catalogue of 
possibilities baa been exhausted and 
the British Government Is as im¬ 
potent as It was the middle of last 
January. Bonar Law is still casting 
around In tb# hope of finding a way 
ou| and has gone to the extreme ofj 
I taking the Oppoeltlon into hie con¬ 
fidence. f 

Under the circumstances It will 
esus# no surprise If the government 
announces a change In policy. It 
might take the form of the with¬ 
drawal of the Rhine army or might 
consist In a formal protest against 
what It considers a violation of the 
treaty, or it mighjt_offer its services 
as a mediator.

,the particular election. In this re¬ 
spect America does not difTer from 
Britain I cannot lay my hand on 
tha percentage of tha poll at the last 
Presidential election, but I gather it 
waa higher than oura at the General 
Election. The Germans 'polled at 
their last election 99 per cent of their 
electorate.

I 
twrt tt ihcufnb.*nt upon me to atrempt 
an account of a vacation trip to Italy, 
taken by fifty Overseas teachers in 
England under the agapleea «>f the 
League of Empire, for I want the 
members of the profession at home 
to know something of the privileges 
and enjoymrnta awaiting them here 
If they care to . become an "ex¬ 
change.” 

The party conducted by our very 

S ood friend lire. Ord Marshall, who 
ad secured a capable courier to 
look after the business and transport 
arrangements, left Victoria Station at 
10 o'clock on Thursday, December 
tl. and Journey to Paris by way of 
New Haven and Dieppe. During the 
early part of tho week the worst j 
storm of the season had raged, t o j 
we found the Channel in a leplor- | 
able ntate of upheaval which did not 
a little towards toning down the ex- j 
uberanfly high spirits of the partv. 
However, solid land with Paris in j 
prospect, revived us. and in a few I 
hours our miseries were forgotten. I 
We dined In Taris and travelled that | 
night, testing with no great degree 
of satisfaction the sleeping accommo- < 
datlons of a continental train, and j 
pushed on next day, passing with 
some formality the customs between I 
France and Italy at Modane, and ar¬ 
rived In ths evening at Genoa, where 1 
the Hotel I»ndnx gave us welcome 
Shelter. The only Impressions that I. 
had lime to form of the ancient aad 
historic Genoa are easily summed up 
—a good hotel—a comfortable bed 
and a huge monument to Ohristoforo 
Colombo outeide the railway station. 

We left Genoa early In the morn- 
ling and travelled all day down the 
Coast, the beautiful waters of the, 
Mediterranean lying on our right, and 
the terraced vineyards and olive 
groves on the left. 8o carefully does 
the Italian .peasant cherish every 
scrap of soil for cultivation that he 
extends hlf terraces even to the 
peaks of the steep hills, and one won¬

We arrived at Home in the evenine 
of the 23rd. and a week of marvellous 
experiences was begun.
